and Greece. ; 
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STELLA CLURMAN (known as STELLA ADLER) was issued ate 
passport number 357802 on May ls 1954, for travel of three wee 
to four months to France, Italy and England for study and ts 
vacation. She intended to depart from New York about May 
15, 1954 on board the Nandrea Doria." 


The application for this passport, dated April 
28, 1954, at New York City, listed her permanent address 
as 1016 Sth Avenue, New York City. She was last married 
on September 20, 1942, to HAROLD CLURMAN who resided at 
the same address. 


This passport file contains a4 deposition dated

visit to France, England, Denmark and Italy as a tourist. 


PEARL PEARSON was issued passport number 61072 
on April 16, 1952 for travel of four months! to France and 
Italy as a tourist. The application, dated April 8, 1952, 
at New York, gave her permanent residence 4s 15 Washington 
Place, New York City, and her occupation as housewife. It Dae 
reflected that her father, JOSEPH SHOENGOLD, was born in June, - 
1885 in Bucharest, Rumania, and was deceased.
